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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 10/7/03 and the petition 
granting withdrawal of inadvertent abandonment dated 1 1/20/03. 

2. The claims remain allowable over the prior art of record. Claims 28-3 1 have been 
rejoined, but are rejected over formal grounds given below. Claims 32-33 are not rejoinable. 

3. Claims 28-3 1, 1, 8 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
appUcant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 now reads to require an amido or imido Ugand on the neutral transition metal 
compound, yet claims 8 and 14 which depend from claim 1 do not have either of these ligands. 
Either the independent or dependent claims must be amended to make them consistent. 

In claim 28, L 2, change "polymerizing" to —polymerization--. In 1. 4, 15-16, and 16, 
change "may be" to —is— for definiteness. In 1. 7-8 delete "a monodentate . . . is" to avoid a 
broad range followed by a narrower range. In 1. 11 change "may form" to —forms--; in 1. 12 
change "may form" to —form— and subscript the coefficients on the C3R3 on this line as well as 
the next. The metals recited on 1. 17 should be amended to conform with claim 1 . 

In claims 29-3 1, 1. 2, change "may be" to -is—. From the line drawing in claim 30 it is 
not clear what the structure of the compound should be; soUd and dashed wedge lines would be 
appropriate here to depict the three-dimentional structure of the compound. 

4. Claims 7 and 13 are allowable except for the formal rejection outstanding against 
claim 1, hence they are objected to as being based on a formally rejected superior claim.
